Mr.  Chairman,  Lady  ti  Gentlemen, 

I take  pleasure  in  submitting  for  your  consideration  my  Annual 
Report  for  1962. 

The  district's  vital  statistics  were  again  generally  satisfactory. 

A crude  birth  rate  of  21,4  per  1,000  corapares  favourably  with  21,1  for  1961 
and  an  average  of  18.6  over  the  5 years  1957-1961.  'lailst  legitimate 
live  births  increased  by  only  8 a most  disturbing  rise  in  the  number  of 
illegitimate  live  births  was  recorded,  the  number  for  1962  being  34  against 
20  in  1961,  an  increase  of  some  59  per  cent.  The  percentage  of  illegitimate 
live  births  per  total  live  births  has  risen  as  follows 


1957  2,0  per  cent. 

1958  3.6  per  cent. 

1959  3.8  per  cent. 

1960  4,1  per  cent. 

1961  3.0  per  cent. 

1962  5.26  per  cent. 


The  rising  numbers  of  illegitimate  births  caused  concern  over  the  human  and 
social  problems  behind  the  statistics. 

A crude  death  rate  of  11.5  per  1,000  was  ,06  lower  than  I96I. 

It  is  gratifying  that  the  number  of  stillbirths  (5)  was  again  lov/er 
than  the  previous  year  (l2)  and  only  a half  of  the  previous  5 year  average 
of  10.  There  v/ere  17  infantile  deaths  as  against  a 5 year  average  of  11 
but  both  the  stillbirth  and  infantile  death  rates  compare  favourably  vdth 
earlier  years  generally. 

The  natural  increase  in  population  (i.e,  excess  of  live  births  over 
deaths)  was  317,  the  highest  since  1948. 

I am  glad  to  report  that  there  were  again  no  deaths  from  Poliomyelitis, 
1 death  from  Tuberculosis  occurred  and  the  incidence  of  Tuberculosis  deaths 
continues  to  diminish.  The  number  of  deaths  from  Cancer  and  Heart  Disease 
are  still  a cause  for  concern  as  is  Bronchitis,  the  latter  especially  in 

males.  A perusal  of  the  figures  in  Table  III  (Causes  of  Death  over  a 10  year 

Period)  will  illustrate  the  above  remarks. 

Suicide  dropped  to  1 case  after  the  fairly  high  figures  of  the 
preceding  3 years  and  an  approximate  average  of  5 during  the  previous  9 years. 

Deaths  from  motor  vehicle  accidents  were  5 against  last  year's  figure  of  6 and 
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an  average  of  3 over  the  9 years  1953/1961.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that 
improvement  will  continue  in  these  distressing  statistics. 

The  principle  increased  incidence  of  notifiable  infectious  diseases 
occurred  in  Measles,  518  cases  (the  highest  figure  since  1940)  an  increase 
of  166  over  I96I  and  in  Dysentery,  78  cases  (the  highest  figure  since  1954) 
an  increase  of  64  over  I96I.  Acute  rneumonia  notifications  at  32  were  the 
highest  since  1954  sho\'/ing  an  increase  of  9 over  the  I96I  figures  of  23. 

The  main  incidences  showing  a decrease  occurred  in  Tifhooping  Cough  (Nil), 
the  first  free  year  since  1939;  Respiratory  Tuberculosis  fell  to  14  eases 
from  19  in  I96I  and  Food  Poisoning  (l)  shows  a decrease  of  5 from  the  I96I 
figure.  No  cases  of  Poliomyelitis,  Smallpox  or  Diphtheria  were  notified. 
Allowing  for  a steadily  rising  and  longer  living  population,  the  general 
incidence  compared  not  unfavourably  with  previous  years,  especially  in 
the  reduced  incidence  of  the  more  serious  notifiable  diseases. 

It  is  paradoxical  that  despite  an  increase  in  population  of  some 
17,000  since  the  early  1900' s and  an  evermore  complex,  interdependent 
society,  the  control  of  the  "old"  infectious  diseases  has  been  so 
effective  that  the  need  for  it  nowadays  does  not  often  occur  to  the 
average  layman.  The  effective  control  of,  and  safeguards  against, 
infectious  diseases  must  hoivever  continue  unabated.  Public  health  Y/ork 
grows  more  exacting  and  vital  each  year  as  the  "nevirer"  problems  and 
ever  grov/ing  demands  for  more,  and  better,  services  add  to  Health  Department 
duties. 

Cnee  again,  and  no  less  sincerely  despite  repetition  each  year  in 
this  report,  I v/ouid  express  my  appreciation  for  the  encouragement  given 
to  me  by  the  Health  Committee  and  Council  Officials,  to  the  district's 
General  Practitioners  for  their  support  and  to  Mr.  Stanyard  and  the 
Health  Department  Staff  for  their  loyal  co-operation.

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Explanatory  Note  on  Vital  Statistics 


Ad.justed  Birth  and  Death  Bates 


The  adjusted  birth  and  death  rates  result  from  the 
multiplication  of  a district's  "crude"  rates  by  a comparability 
factor  calculated  and  supplied  by  the  Registrar  General  to  each  district. 

This  is  necessary  OT’/ing  to  the  different  composition  of  district 
populations.  Crude  rates  do  not  show  these  differences  and,  therefore, 
fail  as  comparative  indices, 

e.g.  District  'A'  has  a high  proportion  of  aged, 

ill  or  infirm  residents  who  will  obviously  lower 
the  birth  and  raise  the  death  rate  figures. 

Unless  some  adjustment  is  made  for  these  factors 
the  crude  birth  and  death  rates  for  that  district 
will  be  misleading,  compared  with  District  '3' 
v/hich  may  have  only  a minority  of  such  persons. 

The  adjusted  rates  can  be  taken  as  a truer  comparison  against 
the  adjusted  rates  for  another  district  or  the  crude  rate  for 
England  and  Wales.

Table  X (Age,  Grouping  and  Separation  of  sexes  of  new  cases  and 
deaths)  and  Table  ICL  (incidence  and  mortality  of  Tuberculosis 
during  the  past  10  years), 

TThen  desired,  houses  were  disinfected  after  removal  of  a 
patient  to  hospital,  and  bedding  and  personal  belongings  subjected 
to  steam  disinfection.  Structural  defects  in  houses,  particularly 
regarding  ventilation,  were  given  immediate  attention  and  any 
case  known  to  be  sharing  a bedroom  was  given  priority  in  rehousing, 
1 family  embracing  1 case  was  rehoused  during  the  year.

Mr.  Chairman,  Lady  & Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  submitting  my  Annual  Report  on  the  environmental 
health  and  public  cleansing  services  for  1962,  a year  of  considerable 
progress. 

Whilst  objections  to  the  Denton  Clearance  Order  2/6l  and  3/61 
necessitated  public  local  inquiries,  both  orders  were  confirmed,  s’/hilst 
this  meant  considerable  delay  in  rehousing  the  occupants  of  these  two 
areas  the  second  five  year  Slum  Clearance  Programme  is  well  ahead  of 
schedule. 

The  programme,  for  Clean  Air  for  the  v/hole  of  Denton  by  1969, 
continued  as  planned  with  the  operation  of  the  Denton  (No,  5)  Smoke  Control 
Order  as  from  1st  July  and  the  confirmation  of  the  Denton  (No,  6)  Smoke 
Control  Order  in  November,  1962.  The  fact  that  there  were  no  objections 
to  either  of  these  areas  is  indicative  of  favourable  public  opinion. 

I am  pleased  to  report  the  improvement  in  the  colour  of  the  water 
supplied  by  the  Manchester  Corporation  from  their  Longdendale  Reservoirs. 
This  is  due  to  the  completion  of  the  filters  at  /Irnfield.  The  second 
phase  - the  installation  of  filters  at  Godlcy  - has  not  yet  been  completed. 

With  the  opening  of  the  new  controlled  tip  and  depot  at  St.  Anne's 
Road  in  ^.pril,  1962,  efficient  refuse  disposal,  vehicle  maintenance  and 
waste  paper  salvage  was  possible.  A regular  v/eekly  collection  of  domestic 
refuse  was  maintained  throughout  the  year  supplemented  by  a txvice  weekly 
collection  of  trade  refuse.  With  the  weighbridge  at  the  new  depot  just 
opposite  the  tip  entrance,  the  opportunity  was  taken  to  weigh  all  loads 
tipped,  thus  enabling  proper  control  and  accurate  costing  to  be  undertaken. 

In  conclusion,  may  I again  express  to  the  Chairman  and  Members  of 
the  Health  Committee,  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  all  colleagues 
and  staff  my  gratitude  for  their  continued  support  and  help.

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SANITARY  CIRCIMSTANCBS  OF  THE  AEEA 


WATER  SUPPLY; 

There  is  a constant  supply  through  mains  to  all  parts  of  the 
district  of  upland  surface  water  gathered  in  the  Manchester  Corporation 
Longdendale  reservoirs.  For  many  years  suspended  clay  and  peat  have 
caused  the  water  to  be  discoloured  and  a scheme  to  remove  this  by  the 
installation  of  filters  is  at  present  in  progress.  The  first  phase  of 
the  scheme  at  Arnfield  was  completed  in  1962  and  this  improved  the 
colour.  When  the  second  phase  at  Godley  is  completed  there  should  be 
no  further  trouble.  122  partially  blocked  common  service  pipes  were 
satisfactorily  cleansed  and  a good  supply  restored. 


DPAINAGS  /iND  SWJEMSE: 


The  drainage  of  the  district  is  on  the  partially  separate  system. 

The  sevfage  from  one  area  is  collected  at  a pumping  station  and, after 
separation  of  the  storm  water,  is  pumped  to  the  head  of  a gravitational 
sewer.  The  v/hole  of  the  sewage  from  the  district  is  delivered  ultimately 
to  the  Sewage  Disposal  Works  by  way  of  two  main  outfall  sewers  24”  and 
18”  diameter  respectively.  The  process  of  treatment  at  the  sewage  works 
consists  of  primary  clarification  of  the  sexvage,  whereby  solids  are 
removed  by  sedimentation  and  chemical  precipitation,  followed  by 
treatment  on  percolating  filters  in  xvhich  the  clarified  tank  effluent 
is  rendered  non-putrescible  by  bio-chemical  oxidisation.  The  deposited 
sludge,  v/hich  is  screened  mechanically,  gravitates  to  the  pump  house  and 
is  pumped  into  digestive  tanks,  the  digested  sludge  being  ultimately 
dried  on  adjoining  drying  beds  and  disposed  of  chiefly  for  use  as  an 
alternative  to  farmyard  manure  and  fertilisers.  The  rapid  growth  of 
the  district  necessitates  extensions  to  the  existing  sewage  disposal 
works  and  proposals  for  this  have  been  approved.  The  Consulting  Engineers 
were  preparing  a scheme  for  the  alterations  and  extensions  required. 

The  low  level  sewer  was  replaced  with  a larger  one  from  the  Haughton 
Green  overspill  site  to  the  Sewage  Works.

Street  cleansing  and  gully  emptying  is  under  the  direction  of  the 
Engineer  and  Surveyor, 

REFUSE  COLLECTION; 

A regular  weekly  collection  from  all  premises  in  the  district  was 
maintained  by  means  of  three  rear  loading  diesel  engined  vehicles  with 
salvage  trailers.  Each  vehicle  has  a crev/  of  a driver  and  six  loaders. 

The  dustbin  incentive  bonus  scheme  continued  to  operate  satisfactorily, 

A fourth  wagon  was  regularly  employed  in  the  collection  of  salvage, 
trade  waste  etc.  and  a 10  cwt.  van  for  general  purposes. 

A new  combined  garage  and  depot  for  the  Health  and  Highways  Departments 
was  opened  in  April,  1962.  This  includes  a maintenance  and  repair  section 
for  the  whole  of  the  Council’s  mechanical  vehicles  and  plant.

Refuse  disposal  was  carried  out  by  controlled  tipping,  with  the  aid  of 
a hydraulic  shovel.  In  April  1962,  tipping  ceased  at  the  Alpha  Mill  site 
when  a new  site  at  St.  finne's  Road  was  opened.  The  top  soil  at  St.  Anne's 
Road  was  stripped  and  stacked  ready  for  moving  to  Alpha  Mill  site  which  is 
being  made  into  playing  fields. 


SAVAGE; 


A new  v/aste  paper  plant  consisting  of  sorting  screen  and  elevator 
feeding  a Brierley  & Kershaw  Swivel  Box  Baler  was  installed  in  the  new 
St.  Anne's  Road  Depot  and  came  into  operation  in  April  1962.  This  proved 
highly  successful  and  despite  the  imposition  of  a quota  by  the  Board  Mill 
taking  the  baled  waste  paper,  output  rose  by  155  tons  and  total  salvage 
income  by  £?57  compared  with  the  previous  year.

The  Council  is  a member  of  the  South  East  Lancashire  and  North 
Cheshire  Joint  Committee  for  the  Investigation  of  Atmospheric  Pollution 
and  operates  two  volumetric  analysis  instruments  for  measuring 
pollution  by  smoke  and  sulphur  dioxide;  one  in  the  Health  Department 
in  the  toira  centre  and  one  at  the  Sexvage  Works  in  the  No.  3 Smoke 
Control  Area.  The  results  of  the  observations  are  shoxm  on  Page  38. 

21  smoke  observations  were  made  during  the  year,  but  in  no  case 
was  it  necessary  to  take  legal  proceedings. 

During  the  year,  further  complaints  were  received  regarding  the 
emission  of  fumes  from  the  North  Western  Gas  Board's  Regional  Gas 
Works.  Again  the  full  co-operation  of  the  District  Alkali  Inspector 
and  the  management  of  the  works  was  received  and  improvements  were 
made.  It  vms  decided  to  instal  a third  volumetric  analysis  instrument 
in  a suitable  site  among  the  houses  affected  by  fumes  from  this  Works 
providing  such  a site  could  be  found. 

2 applications  for  prior  approval  were  received  and  approved. 

One  hand  fired  boiler  was  fitted  with  an  underfeed  stoker  and  another 
replaced  by  an  oil  fired  packaged  boiler. 

Smoke  Control  Order  (No.  5)  came  into  operation  on  the  1st  July, 
1962.  Denton  (No.  6)  Smoke  Control  Order  was  submitted  to  the  Ministry 
and  confirmed  on  the  12th  November,  1962,  the  operative  date  being 
1st  July,  1963.
